Wishing  you  all  a  sweet  and  blessed  Yom  Tov. . . . 


According  to  the  Torah  the  month 
of  Nisan  is  the  first  month  of  the 
year  and  no  mention  of  a  day 
called  Rosh  Hashanah,  the  New 
Year,  can  be  found  there. 

The  Torah  does  mention  the  month  of 
Tishrei  (the  seventh  month)  and  that  Holy 
Day  is  called  Yom  HaZikaron — Day  of 
Remembrance  and  the  day  of  Sounding  the 
Shofar — Yom  Teruah. 

It  is  not  until  much  later  in  our  history 
that  rabbinic  literature  began  to  refer  to  Rosh 
Hashanah,  indeed  to  four  different  ones. 

The  Mishnah  tells  us  that  the  first  of  Tishrei  was  considered 
a  new  year  because  the  sabbatical  and  jubilee  years  were 
calculated  from  that  day.  It  is,  however,  quite  probable 


that  this  time  of  the  year  was  important 
in  the  Babylonian  civilization  as  the  time 
of  crowning  their  monarch  for  another 
year.  The  king  went  through  a  coronation 
ceremony  at  the  onset  of  their  year  to  remind 
the  populace  of  the  need  for  the  loyalty  to  the 
crown. 

Being  influenced  by  these  rites  the  Jews  of 
Babylon  thought  it  important  to  acknowledge 
our  King  of  Kings  and  so  a  service  devoted  to 
the  King  was  devised  to  ensure  our  loyalty  to 

G-d. 

This  will  be  the  last  time  I  address  the  Congregation  on  the 
High  Holidays  and  I  will  devote  the  Rosh  Hashanah  sermon 
to  some  reflections  on  my  years  here.

This  year  we  will  conduct  Young  Adult  Services  in  the  Appleman  Chapel,  on  the  first  day  of  Rosh  Hashanah,  with  Kiddush  afterward;  and 
on  Yom  Kippur,  including  Kol  Nidre.

I  look 
forward  to  the  opportunity  to  see 
all  of  you  over  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur.  These  are  my  final  High 
Holy  Days  as  your  chairman  and  I  thank  you 
for  the  privilege  of  having  had  this  position. 

I  have  met  so  many  of  you  and  believe  that 
the  congregants  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
have  a  depth  of  knowledge  and  caring  like 
none  other. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  very  special  year — the  125th 
Anniversary  of  our  Synagogue.  I  hope  all  of  you  will 
participate  in  the  remaining  celebrations  that  mark  this  most 
important  occasion. 

Like  the  diversity  reflected  in  our  population,  so  is  the 
diversity  of  our  125th  Anniversary  programming.  In  the  fall, 
our  gallery  will  exhibit  some  of  the  most  important  historical 
documents  of  our  Archives.  It  should  be  fascinating.  In 
December,  we  will  have  our  congregational  trip  to  Israel,  250 
congregants  representing  all  of  us  in  demonstrating  our  deep 
commitment  to  the  state  of  Israel. 

January  marks  our  Shabbaton  where  we  will  hear  from 
today’s  great  Jewish  leaders:  our  own  Arnold  Eisen,  the 
head  of  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary,  and  Rabbi  David 
Ellenson,  the  head  of  Hebrew  Union  College.  We  will  also 
host  Craig  Taubman  who  is  instrumental  in  the  Jewish  world 
for  encouraging  congregations  to  look  at  services  in  a  new  way 
with  the  service  he  created,  known  as  “Friday  Night  Live.” 

1  hat  Saturday  night  we  will  dedicate  our  125th  Anniversary 
Torah.  Over  2,500  of  our  congregants  have  participated  in 
the  incredibly  moving  experience  of  inscribing  a  letter  in  the 
Torah  we  will  be  using  for  generations  to  come.  For  any  of 
you  who  have  not  yet  inscribed  a  letter  in  this  Torah,  do  not 
miss  out:  There  are  only  8  more  days  for  you  to  make  an 
appointment. 


February  will  offer  two  very  different 
ways  to  look  our  history.  We  will  study  “As 
a  Driven  Leaf”  written  by  Rabbi  Milton 
Steinberg,  our  Rabbi  from  1933  to  1950 
and  have  evenings  of  study  that  will  address 
everything  from  the  history  of  our  building 
to  recipes  from  our  congregational  cookbook. 
Additionally,  on  February  5th,  we  will  look  at 
the  125  years  through  clothes — what  women 
and  men  wore  to  services  over  these  past  1 3 
decades. 

March  1  will  be  a  most  memorable  night 
in  our  year  of  celebrations.  While  commemorating  our 
anniversary,  we  as  a  congregation  will  be  given  the  chance 
to  show  our  appreciation  to  Rabbi  David  Lincoln  upon  his 
retirement  and  to  thank  him  for  his  20  years  of  service  to 
our  Synagogue  at  a  Gala  to  be  held  at  Gotham  Hall.  The 
evening  will  include  a  special  tribute  to  him  for  all  of  his 
accomplishments. 

March  will  bring  back  a  tradition  from  our  earlier  years, 
the  Purim  Spiel.  Don’t  miss  our  congregational  players 
performing  on  stage,  Purim  night,  March  20th! 

The  culmination  of  our  special  year  will  be  a  Street  Fair  on 
May  4th,  when  we  close  off  87th  Street  between  Madison 
and  Park  in  celebration  of  our  125  th  Anniversary  and  Israel’s 
60th  birthday.  The  Street  Fair  will  include  our  congregational 
singers  and  our  students,  and  will  feature  Israeli  foods  and 
Israeli  products. 

Our  programs  reflect  who  we  are:  a  congregation  of  men, 
women  and  children  who  have  an  appreciation  lor  their  past, 
understand  the  importance  of  being  counted  in  the  present 
and  know  it  is  incumbent  upon  them  to  prepare  for  the 
future. 

As  I  think  ahead  to  what  awaits  us  all,  I  feel  lucky  to  be  a 
member  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  My  best  to  all  of  you  for 
a  very  meaningful,  sweet  and  healthy  new  year.

His  own  range  of  interests  reflect  the  breadth  that  he  en¬ 
courages  for  students:  as  an  undergraduate  at  Vassar  College, 
he  majored  in  music;  then  spent  a  year  in  Israel,  studying, 
working  as  a  musician  and  traveling,  and  participating  in 
the  Israeli  National  Flag  Football  Team,  with  which  he  is 
still  involved.  His  wife  Leah  is  a  third-year  medical  student.

P.A.S.  Timeline:  Selections  from  our  Archives  I  September  2007-january  2008 

This  very  special  exhibition,  to  open  for  the  High  Holy  Days,  will  include  a  timeline  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  history, 
juxtaposing  P.A.S.  milestones  with  contemporary  events  in  Jewish  history,  as  well  as  significant  events  in  NYC,  American,  and 
world  history.  The  exhibit  cases  will  feature  significant  artifacts  from  the  P.A.S.  Archives  collection.  The  Exhibition  Committee, 
chaired  by  Jean  Bloch  Rosensaft,  working  closely  with  Archives  Co-Chairs  Laurie  Harris  and  Marcia  Stone,  has  been  collecting 
and  organizing  this  material  for  over  a  year.  The  show  will  begin  with  the  history  of  the  founding  congregations,  and  then 
survey  the  decades  from  the  1920s  through  the  125th  Anniversary  year.  The  display  of  documents,  photographs,  and  artifacts 
will  illuminate  the  sequential  development  of  the  synagogues’  three  structures  and  the  role  of  contemporary  art  commissions 
for  the  Adolph  Gottlieb  stained  glass  windows  and  Nathan  Rapoport  fa£ade  sculptures.  The  exhibition  will  highlight  the 
generations  of  clergy  who  have  led  our  synagogue  with  commitment  and  vision  and  their  distinguished  contributions  to 
P.A.S.,  the  Jewish  community,  and  world  history.  It  will  feature  the  special  role  that  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  has  played  in  the 
renaissance  of  Jewish  music  through  the  commissioning  of  liturgical  music  from  the  1940s  to  the  present  day.

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Park  Avenue  Synagogue  and  the  Great  Depression 

Part  1 :  Rabbi  Gabriel  Schulman,  an  Unknown  Hero

We  know  that  the  late  1920s  to  early 
1930s  was  one  of  the  most  difficult 
periods  in  our  history.  At  the  1927 
dedication  of  the  new  “Million  dollar 
synagogue  building”  at  50  East  87th 
St.,  Jacob  Friedman,  Jr.,  President  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  promised  to 
hold  the  key  to  the  building  until  the 
$250,000  mortgage  was  paid  off.  He 
counted  on  members  to  be  generous 
with  donations,  and  on  membership  to 
grow  due  to  the  new  highly-  acclaimed 
building,  inspiring  clergy,  religious 
school,  and  myriad  opportunities  for 
spiritual  and  social  development.  But 
the  financial  outcome  was  disappoint¬ 
ing,  and  in  1929  the  U.S.  economy 
suffered  its  worst  economic  downturn 
ever:  the  Great  Depression.  How  P.A.S. 
survived  the  Depression  years  is  tes¬ 
timony  to  the  faith  and  hard  work  of 
the  congregation,  and  the  self-sacrifice 
of  one  man  whose  story  may  have 
been  untold  lor  75  years.  Fortunately, 
transcripts  of  two  crucial  congregational 
meetings  have  survived  in  our  archives. 

“Is  it  true  that  Rabbi  Gabriel  Schul- 
man  was  dismissed?”  asked  an  indignant 
congregant  of  the  presiding  officer,  Carl 
Berets,  the  treasurer,  at  the  congrega¬ 
tional  meeting  of  December  13,  1932. 
Another  congregant  inquired,  “How 
many  will  resign  if  he  goes?”  That  meet¬ 
ing  exposed  how  the  financial  crisis, 
which  had  barely  been  evaded  for  five 
years,  had  turned  into  an  emergency. 
Jacob  Friedman  (who  was  out  of  town 
for  both  meetings),  wrote  a  letter  (which 
we  don’t  have)  read  at  the  first  meeting, 
urging  congregants  to  “stick  this  thing 
out.  Stick  together  and  fight  it  out.” 

I  he  genesis  of  the  financial  crisis 


began  with  the  $250,000  mortgage  on 
the  new  building.  Jacob  Friedman  ex¬ 
plained  the  basics  in  his  1927  Kol  Nidre 
Appeal.  “Last  March  when  the  syna¬ 
gogue  was  dedicated,  we  made  it  a  point 
not  to  take  up  a  collection,  hoping  that 
congregants  would  give  freely.  But  they 
haven’t,”  and  Mr.  Friedman  discloses 
details  of  the  synagogue’s  finances.  The 
annual  budget  was  $42,000,  including 
interest  of  $13,750  (at  5  1/2%)  on  the 
$250,000  mortgage.  However,  income 
was  only  $25,000,  leaving  a  shortfall  of 
more  than  $17,000.  With  dues  from 
$50  to  $150,  Mr.  Friedman  estimated 
needing  an  additional  200  members  to 
balance  the  budget.  His  1 928  Kol  Nidre 
Appeal  speech  lamented  the  lack  of 
new  members  and  noted  that  the  yearly 
deficit  had  increased  to  $20,000. 

In  Mr.  Friedman’s  reminisces  25 
years  after  the  1929  merger  he  observed, 
“The  merger  with  Atereth  Israel  con¬ 
tributed  much  cash  and  60  members, 
some  of  whom  stepped  into  needed 
leadership.  Because  of  the  merger,  I  felt 
so  encouraged  and  optimistic  I  gave  a 
very  glowing  and  rosy  report,  although 
financially  we  were  still  in  a  weak  posi¬ 
tion  even  though  we  were  able  to  pay 
off  a  $40,000  loan  from  the  bank.” 

Even  with  the  Depression,  the  clergy, 
arms,  religious  school  and  congregants 
went  on  trying  to  Fulfill  the  promise  of 
the  new  building.  Despite  membership 
drives  and  fundraisers,  they  were  being 
forced  to  whittle  away  at  programs  until 
left  with  only  the  most  essential.  In  one 
“collection”  letter,  the  president  wrote, 
"We  have  introduced  various  forms  of 
operating  economy  in  the  conduct  of 
the  organization,  having  cut  expenses 


wherever  it  was  possible  to  do  so  with¬ 
out  interfering  with  the  dignity  of  our 
worship.  If  we  are  able  to  collect  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  monies  outstanding  on  our 
books,  we  should  be  able  to  successfully 
carry  on.”  Yet  many  congregants  were  in 
arrears. 

In  the  spring  of  1932,  there  was  an 
additional  fundraiser  celebrating  the 
synagogue’s  50th  Anniversary,  the  “Dia¬ 
mond  Jubilee.”  The  results  were  insuf¬ 
ficient.  That  spring,  salaries  of  the  clergy 
and  staff  were  cut  by  approximately 
20%. 

By  that  fall,  the  financial  crisis 
overwhelmed  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  explained  the  details  at 
the  December  13,  1932  congregational 
meeting.  Down  to  218  members,  they 
did  not  make  the  September  1st  interest 
payment  on  the  $250,000  loan  to  the 
Corn  Exchange  Bank  “until  the  bank 
declared  us  in  default.”  The  bankers  had 
already  made  each  member  of  the  Board 
ofTrustees  sign  a  bond  making  them 
personally  liable  in  the  event  of  foreclo¬ 
sure.  As  the  concept  of  long-term  loans 
did  not  exist  in  the  1920s,  the  entire 
bank  loan  was  due  in  March  1933  and 
“the  bank  has  expressed  its  reluctance 
in  renewing.”  Additionally,  New  York 
Telephone  and  Consolidated  Gas  did 
not  get  paid  until  they  threatened  to  cut 
off  service. 

Rabbi  Gabriel  Schulman  had  been 
with  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  since 
1918,  and  had  been  hailed  as  one  of 
the  key  ingredients  in  the  growth  of 
the  Synagogue.  His  three-year  contract 
was  up  December  31,  1932,  and  if  the 
Board  did  not  take  action,  it  would 
automatically  renew.  Dr.  Schulman’s 
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salary  had  already  been  cut  by  20%, 
from  $625  to  $500  monthly,  and  he 
was  owed  $3,500  in  back  pay.  (The 
monthly  salary  of  $625  would  be  about 
$9,375  in  2007  dollars.)  Claiming 
that  the  Board  “had  nothing  against 
Dr.  Schulman  or  any  other  rabbi,”  Mr. 
Berets  explained  “since  we  have  no  form 
of  income  for  his  salary  or  any  other, 
the  pulpit  should  be  kept  open  and  we 
should  not  obligate  ourselves  until  we 
are  in  a  position  to  pay  a  rabbi.”  Dr. 
Schulman  had  been  informed  that  his 
contract  would  not  be  renewed,  and 
initially  responded,  “ ...  if  he  were  not 
wanted  by  the  Board,  he  would  not 
have  the  inspiration  to  continue”  and 
requested  a  letter  “officially  inform¬ 
ing  him  of  this  action.”  This  letter  was 
sent  to  the  congregation  before  the 
December  13,  1932  meeting.  It  should 
be  noted  that  unfortunately,  Cantor 
Abraham  Sukoenig  was  already  out  with 
a  heart  condition  and  had  suffered  a 
stroke.  The  Board  was,  for  the  time  be¬ 
ing,  paying  his  reduced  salary  of  $300  a 
month,  and  only  paying  for  a  substitute 
when  unavoidable. 

The  transcript  of  that  meeting  lays 
open  the  controversy  and  hurt  feel¬ 
ings  of  many  of  the  congregants  at  the 
Board’s  actions,  and  the  pain  of  losing 
their  valued  spiritual  leader.  The  by-laws 
required  the  congregation  to  elect  the 
rabbi,  and  some  congregants  felt  the 
Board  had  circumvented  them;  yet  Mr. 
Berets  was  able  to  explain  the  legality  of 
the  Board’s  actions  according  to  the  by¬ 
laws.  Mrs.  Blum  chided  the  Board  for 
looking  at  it  from  the  “money”  aspect 
and  “losing  sight  of  his  14  years  that  he 
has  put  the  best  that  he  had  into  this 
congregation.”  It  was  decided  to  have 


5  Board  members  and  5  congregants 
discuss  the  issue  and  report  at  a  special 
congregational  meeting  on  December 
28,  1932.  However,  it  was  becoming 
clear  to  all  that  there  were  two  relevant 
questions:  “What  should  we  do  about 
the  Rabbi’s  contract?”  and  “How  do  we 
keep  the  Synagogue  open  past  March 
15,  1933? 

Rabbi  Gabriel  Schulman’s  actions 
after  hearing  the  true  financial  pic-

ture,  including  the  imminent  closing 
of  the  Synagogue,  may  have  saved  this 
institution.  On  December  20,  1932, 
Rabbi  Schulman  “resigned  after  serious 
thought  and  in  extreme  regret  and  pain” 
in  a  letter  (which  we  don’t  have),  that 
was  described  at  the  December  28th 
congregational  meeting.  The  Board 
agreed  on  a  schedule  to  pay  him  what 
was  owed,  and  “pledged  themselves  to 
make  this  possible  and  even  formed 
a  special  committee  to  make  sure  it 
happened.”  In  a  show  of  solidarity, 
congregants  affirmed  that  they  would 
remain  members. 


One  congregant,  Mr.  Herman 
Hoffman,  paid  an  impromptu  mov¬ 
ing  tribute  to  Dr.  Schulman:  “Say  to 
Dr.  Schulman  —  Well  done!  Faithful 
servant!  Our  spiritual  leader  —  we  shall 
always  remember  you  -  no  matter  what 
happens  -  no  matter  who  may  preside 
in  the  pulpit,  there  will  always  be  fond 
memories  of  Dr.  Schulman,  who  typifies 
not  only  what  a  man  of  real  character 
stands  for,  but  a  spiritual  leader.  Not 
merely  in  the  name  of  the  Board  -  in 
the  name  of  the  Congregation,  but  in 
the  name  of  Judaism  let  us  say  to  him  — 
God  bless  you  and  yours.” 

Dr.  Schulman  responded  “I  am 
sorry  -  as  you  are  -  that  conditions 
have  come  to  us  of  a  nature  that  require 
terrific  self-sacrifice;  parting  with  one’s 
dreams  -  with  one’s  realities  -  with  one’s 
very  soul  -  a  soul  that  had  aspired  up¬ 
ward  for  fourteen  years!  This  synagogue 
was  my  greatest  dream,  and  now  I  have 
to  leave  my  dream.  My  heart  aches,  but 
I  must  submit.  No  one  shall  stay  away 
from  this  Temple  on  account  of  a  past 
misunderstanding.  I  have  come  to  allay 
the  friction.  I  say  to  you  God  bless  you 
now  and  in  your  endeavors  to  keep  the 
doors  of  this  sanctuary  open.  I  am  with 
you  now  as  I  have  been  with  you  in  the 
past  fourteen  years.” 

Now  it  was  the  congregation’s  turn  to 
“step  up.”  Mr.  Weill  responded,  “Hasn’t 
the  Rabbi  done  a  magnanimous  thing? 
Well,  we  must  do  the  same.  This  con¬ 
gregation  has  overcome  great  obstacles 
in  the  past  and  I  am  sure  we  can  suc¬ 
cessfully  meet  this  one,  but  I  must  ask 
for  your  wholehearted  support.”

What's  So  Special?

What’s  so  special  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Congrega¬ 
tional  School?  LIMUD  for  LEARNING.  Starting  this  fall, 
LIMUD  will  be  a  wholly  integrated  program  at  P.A.S.  Let’s 
address  some  questions  about  LIMUD: 

Who  is  LIMUD  lor?  LIMUD  is  lor  students  with 
mild  to  moderate  learning  issues:  learning  disabilities, 
language  delays,  ADHD,  Asperger’s,  etc. 

When  does  LIMUD  meet?  The  older  class  lor  ages  9 
through  12  meets  on  Tuesday  from  4:00  to  6:00  pm, 
while  the  younger  class  for  ages  6  through  8  meets 
on  Thursday  from  4:00  to  6:00  pm.  Junior  Congregation 
services  on  Shabbat  are  also  included. 

What  is  the  curriculum?  The  curriculum  parallels 
the  P.A.S.  studies  though  in  a  modified  manner, 
centering  on  Hebrew  knowledge,  Bible  stories,  holiday 
celebrations,  and  current  events.  It  also  includes  t’filah, 
music,  dance,  and  art  with  all  the  other  classes. 

Who  is  the  stall?  Barbara  Stern,  previously  MATAN 
Educational  Director,  will  be  the  Special  Needs 
Consultant  for  LIMUD.  Cynthia  Rajchman  will  be 
the  teacher  for  both  classes.  Cynthia  recently  graduated 
Irom  Hunter  College  with  a  degree  in  both  psychology 
and  theatre.  She  brings  a  background  of  strong  Jewish 
knowledge  and  love  of  teaching  to  P.A.S.  Cynthia  also 
teaches  at  P.A.S.  Early  Childhood  Center.  Aviva  Kirchman 
will  be  working  with  Cynthia  and  the  students  on 
reinforcing  Hebrew  skills  and  will  accompany  them  for 
Shabbat  services.

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In  Our  Homes:  Rosh  Hashanah 


The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the  candles: 


Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a  festive  occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disciplined  by  the  sacred  traditions  of  home 
and  synagogue.  Although  the  observance  of  the  High  Holy  Days  is  centered  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home  where  family 
members  prepare  to  meet  the  New  Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive  to 
prayer  and  soul-searching. 


White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  that  symbolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus,  the  table  is 
set  with  a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and  wine.  Round  challot  symbolizing 
a  full  round  year  and  apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year  complete  the  symbolic 
representations  on  the  holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting  of  the  candles  and  Kiddush,  which  precede 
the  festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 


Baruch  atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melech  haolam,  asher  kid’shanu  b’mitzvotav  vetzivanu  I’hadlik 
ner  shel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness  to 
our  lives,  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to  kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 


Baruch  atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melech  haolam,  Shehecheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman 
hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  pre¬ 
served  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  Kiddush,  the  Motzi  is  recited  over  the  round  challah: 

Baruch  atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melech  haolam,  hamotzi  lechem  min  ha-aretz. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from 
the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the  apple  in  honey  and  recite  the  following  blessing 
and  prayer: 

Yehi  ratzon  milefanechah  Adonai  Eloheinu  vElohei  avoteinu,  shetechadesh  aleiynu  shanah 
tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year.

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh  Hashanah,  a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded  by  daytime  Kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 

Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  Tyom  hagenu,  kihok  I’Yisraelhu,  mishpat  TElohey  Yaaqkov. 

Baruch  atah  Adonai  Eloheinu,  borei  p’ri  hagafen. 


The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is  L’Shanah  Tovah  Tikatavu — May  you  be  inscribed  for  a  good  year. 


In  Our  Homes:  Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion  that  is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue.  But  the  meal  that  precedes  the  fast  of 
Erev  Yom  Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  experience  for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early,  so  that  the  family  can  be 
in  the  synagogue  before  sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon — the  grace  after  meals — the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  the  following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom  HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  the  Commandments  and  has  commanded 
us  to  kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  kept  us  in  life,  preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach 
this  season. 


Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast  until  they  are 
Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradition  that  they  do  observe 
the  fast  in  part  to  the  extent  that  they  are  able  to. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  pleasures  is  part  of 
the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of  Sabbaths”.  However,  Jewish 
law  and  tradition  state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and 
health  is  a  prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it  is 
the  obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a  physician  on  the 
wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for  the  deceased 
in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights  must  be  lit  before  the 
holiday  candles  are  lit. 


Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the  Kol  Nidre 
service  parents  bless  their  children  by  placing  their  hands  on 
the  head  of  each  one.  Such  blessings  are  introduced  by  the 
following  prayer,  to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  their 
own,  appropriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each  child: 

for  sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true,  faithful  and  honorable 
son  of  Israel,  as  were  Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

for  daughters:  May  God  make  you  a  faithful  and 
honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as  were  our  mothers  Sarah, 
Rebecca,  Rachel  and  Leah. 


Forgiveness 

Just  before  leaving  the  house  to  attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of  the  family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for  the 
wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done  knowingly  or  unknowingly  during  the  year.

The  traditional  late-night  service  is  held  after  Havdalah  on  the  Shabbat  before 
Rosh  Hashanah  to  help  prepare  us  for  the  High  Holy  Days.  Our  observance  will 
begin  at  9:30  pm  with  a  coffee  hour,  followed  by  services  in  the  Appleman  Chapel 
at  10:00  pm. 


Shabbat Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  is  called 
Shabbat  Shuvah  from  the  Haftarah  portion  of  that  Sabbath  that  begins  with  the 
word  Shuvah ,  meaning  “return”  (repent).

Tzedakah 

As  a  caring  community,  congregants  are  asked  to  consider  the  needs  of  the 
synagogue  at  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal  and  the  two  social  outreach  programs  that  it 
supports  all  year  round:  The  Food  Pantry  and  the  Tikkun  Olam  Committee  for 
Community  Outreach. 

Congregants  are  asked  to  respond  as  generously  as  possible  to  the  Kol  Nidre 
Appeal.  The  funds  generated  by  this  annual  campaign  help  balance  the  annual 
budget  of  the  synagogue,  which  includes  the  religious  school  program  and 
social  service  outreach  programs.  The  Food  Pantry,  operated  by  our  high  school 
students,  supplies  weekly  food  packages  to  more  than  one  hundred  poor  families 
in  our  neighborhood.  The  cost  of  this  program  is  $20  per  family  per  week.  Tet 
your  heart  dictate  how  you  wish  to  support  this  important  project. 

The  Tikkun  Olam  Committee  for  Community  Outreach  works  in  cooperation 
with  the  Metropolitan  New  York  Coordinating  Council  on  Jewish  Poverty  to  help 
Soviet  immigrants  with  their  needs.

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Sukkot  and  Simchat  Torah 


The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its  name  from  the  sukkah, 
the  temporary  dwelling  or  booth  built  especially  for  the 
holiday.  Says  the  Book  of  Leviticus:  "I  did  cause  the  children 
of  Israel  to  dwell  in  booths  when  I  brought  them  out  of  the 
Land  of  Egypt.  "  The  sukkah  is,  therefore,  a  reminder  to  all 
generations  of  God’s  redemption  of  the  Jewish  people  from 
Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving  for  the 
final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in  the  Land  of 
Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols  clearly  recall  th 
Land  and  its  produce:  The  four  minim , 
or  species,  consist  of  an  etrog ,  a  lulav, 
myrtles  and  willows.  The  lulav  is  a 
branch  of  the  palm  tree  and  is  bound 
together  with  three  short  branches 
of  myrtle  leaves  (hadasim)  and  two 
branches  of  the  willow  tree  (aravot). 

The  etrog  looks  like  a  large  lemon, 
but  it  smells  and  tastes  much  sweeter. 

It  has  a  pitom,  a  small  protuberance,  at 
its  end.  The  rabbis  teach  that  binding 
these  different  species  together  serves  as 
an  example  to  us  of  how  all  Jews,  different 
though  we  may  be  from  one  another,  must  be 
bound  together  into  one  unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at  two  points  in  the 
morning  service:  during  Hallel,  right  after  morning  Amidah, 
and  during  Hoshanot ,  each  day  of  the  holiday,  except  on 
Shabbat,  when  we  march  around  the  synagogue  with  them  in 
a  magnificent  procession. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the  15th  day  ofTishri,  and 
the  first  two  days  are  observed  as  major  festival  days.  The  next 


five  days  are  Choi  HaMoed,  the  Intermediate  Days  of  the 
festival.  These  days  are  half-holidays;  while  most  labor  is 
permitted,  except,  of  course,  on  the  Sabbath;  we  continue  to 
eat  meals  in  the  sukkah  and  to  make  the  blessings  over  the 
four  minim ,  waving  them  during  the  recitation  of  the  Hallel 
and  when  marching  with  them  during  the  hymns  (Hoshanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter  Sukkah,  named 
in  memory  of  Gerald  and  May  Ellen  Ritter,  is 

constructed  on  the  roof  and  decorated  by  the 
igregational  Parents’  Association.  A 
Ciddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter  Sukkah 
following  every  service  during  Sukkot, 
and  dinner  is  served  there  almost 
every  night  of  Sukkot. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is 
treated  as  a  separate  holiday  in 
and  of  itself  and  is  called  Shemini 
Atzeret,  the  "Eighth  Day  of 
Assembly."  We  no  longer  eat  in  the 
sukkah,  and  in  Israel  prayers  for  rain 
are  recited  during  the  service.  The 
hzkor  Memorial  Prayers  are  also  recited 
ihemini  Atzeret. 

Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the  joyous 
festival  of  Simchat  Torah,  the  "Rejoicing  of  Torah." 

It  is  during  the  morning  service  on  Simchat  Torah  that  the 
last  verse  and  the  first  verse  of  the  Torah  are  read,  a  bold 
demonstration  of  our  belief  that  the  study  of  Torah  is  never- 
ending.  We  march  joyfully  in  hakafot  (processions),  in 
which  we  carry  the  Scrolls  of  the  Law.  At  this  service  two  of 
our  congregants  are  honored  for  their  contributions  to  the 
synagogue  and  to  the  Jewish  community.
